ever, rose 
from 
$203,307,968 
to 
$246,128,380, an 
increase 
of m o re 
than 20 pet cent, leaving net reve­ 
nues of $118,926,915, about $4,700,- 
000 less than a year ago. 
Operating income, 
representing 
net revenues after 
the deduction 
of taxes and uncollectable items, 
for last August 
totaled $101,884,* 
981, as compared with $109,896,815. 
These figures show that the rail­ 
roads of the country* at this rate, 
which is regarded as a fail- aver­

Gross revenues of eastern roads
